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Traditions Grow 


Tradition is a precious thing on any college campus, 
especially one as new as Sacramento State's. It takes time 
and energy to set precedents and initiate traditions that will 
be carried on after the originators leave the campus. Much 
work that graduates of Sacramento State contributed is evi- 
denced on this campus, although it is only three vears old. 

Student government, which has flourished at Sacra- 
mento State since its inception, is growing stronver each 
year. The form of government has changed somewhat since 
the davs it first sterted. Originally the Student Council in- 
Cuded commissioners of various activities and elected offi- 
cers, with equal voting power. Today's council has only 
elected officers. Co-ordinators of activities are men bers of 
the board of co-ordinators, presided over by the ASSSC vice 
president. 

Three publications, all founded by alumni, are providing 
the campus with communication. A picnic area, Alumni 
Grove, established by graduates is a permanent memorial to 
SSC’s pioneers. 

New traditions added to the campus in the past few 
years include football, election of a Homecoming Queen and 
the Hemecomirg parade. 

Tomorrow SSC will welcome back many alumni. The 
class of 1950, which is observing its fifth anniversary re- 
union, will see a different college than the one thev gradu- 
ated from. In 1950 Sacramento State College held classes in 
buildings rented from Sacramento Junior College. Every 
student activity was new and everything set precedeiits. 
Today's college with its modern buildings and spacious cam- 
pus is a farery from those early days. Today's students owe 
a debt of gratitude to those early pioneers, the alumni who 
will return tomorrow for the 1955 Homecoming celebration, 
for the initiation of the Hornet traditions and spirit. 


Election Proves Farce 


A new set of freshman class officers was elected last 
week by their classmates, or anyone else who felt like vot- 
ing. 

For the first time, last vear, a legal election, complete 
with voting beoihs, was conducted at Sacramento State Col- 
lege. Last week's election was handled with as litthe of the 
proper arrangements as possible. It was fur from an elec- 
tien by secret ballot, for voters were forced to mark their 
ballots in public before several members of the election com- 
mittee and other voters. 

The only check made of those voting was to ascertain 
that they were members et the Associated Students, al- 
though this was an election of class officers. Any student 
could vote in any one of the three class elections, without 
any questioning by the committee. 

Elections held in this manner are little more than a 
farce snd little better than an “applause meter” method of 
determining a winning candidate. Twenty-four freshmen 
turned out to run for these offices and spent time and 
money campzigning for the offices. The candidates and the 
voters deserve a more carefully conducted election. 


Crowding Spoils Lunch
